1. Section 2 of By-law Number 1827, as amended be further amended by adding the 
following definitions: 

(a) (17A) “Gasoline Service Station’ and ‘‘Automobile Service Station’’ means a 
building or place where gasoline, oil, grease, anti-freeze, tires, tubes, tire ac- 
cessories, electric light bulbs, sparkplugs, batteries and auto accessories or parts for 
motor vehicles are stored or kept for sale, or where motor vehicles may be serviced, 
lubricated or washed, or have their ignition adjusted, tires inflated or batteries 
charged, or where only minor or running repsirs essential to the actual operation of 
motor vehicles are executed or performed but shall exclude an automobile service 
station containing a self-serve gasoline service station facilities. as 

(b) (30A) ‘’Self-Serve Gasoline Service Station’’ means a building or place or any 
portion thereof containing pumps for dispensing gasoline or other motor vehicle fuel 
by customers themselives. 

2. Section 7, General Business Zone (C) and Section 8 Light Industrial Zone.(L!) of 
By-law Number 1827 as amended, are further amended by adding the following 
subsections as Section 7.3 and Section 8.2 respectively. 

Self-serve gasoline service stations shall be permitted only in locations deemed 
appropriate by City Council and in accordance with specific site plan restricted area 
by-laws.

‘Automobile Service Station” shall mean a building or place where gasoline, oil, 
grease, anti-freeze, tires, tubes, tire accessories, electric light bulbs, sparkplugs, 
batteries and auto accessories or parts for motor vehicles are stored to kept for sale, 
or where motor vehicles may be serviced, lubricated or washed, or have their ignition 
adjusted, tires inflated or batteries charged, or where only minor or running repairs 
essential to the actual operation of motor vehicles are executed or performed but 
shall exclude an automobile service station containing a self-serve gasoline service 
station facilities.

The rate at which in- 
tellectual growth takes place 
in children is governed by at 
least four factors: the rate at 
which children mature 
biologically; the information 
received through language
